Financial Scandals in Palestine. 


It is well-nigh impossible that the chaotic trouble whic! 'S 
shown itself in Palestine should not actively reflect itself in 4!

and intolerance... Ile calls im one direction, it true, but 
his call is applicable to many others, for a reversion from 
the “Chicago” Judaism of his predecessor to the Judaism which, 
anyway, iS more average among us. And as he warns you, you 
have to measure the strength of achain by its weakest link, so you 
have to gauge the resisting power of “ Chicazyo” Judiasm by that 
which itexercises upon itsadhercnts. And Rabbi Gerson B. Levi tells 


us, although by implication, in so many words that he, with his 
inimitable experience, cannot see any bright or glorious or 
certain future for “Chicago” Judaism, unless it “come back” 
to somewhere whence Emil G. Hirsch undid is moorings. But 
surely what has happened with Chicago Jews may occur with Jews 
prone to" Liberal” wayselsewhere. For as the twig is bent the 
tree's inclined. And although his words are assuredly, it is but 
fair to say, no inducement to Jews to abide by what the Chief 
Rabbi calls “the old paths,’ they are a stern warning to all of us

GENERAL SIR JOHN MONASH. 


A DISTINGUISHED SOLDIER. 

The death, following heart trouble and pneumonia, occurred 
in Melbourne on Thursday in last week (the news being received 
in this country after we had gone to Press), of General Sir John 
Monash, the distinguished soldier who was in command of the 
Australian forces in France during the War. He was the first 
Jew in the British Army to attain General Officer's rank and 
the first Australian to command en Australian army corps in 
the field. 

Jobn Monash was born on June 27th, 1865, at Melbourne. He 
was the son of the late Mr. Louis Monash of that city, and a nephew 
of the Jewish historian, Heinrich Gractz. He was. educated at the 
Scotch College and later at the Melbourne Univorsity,. where he 
graduated in arts, law and civil engineering. 
the Council of

Un.versity, and then followed 
conspicuous success the profession cf Civil Engineering.

He intre- 
duced the use of re-inforced concrete into Austial.a and became a 
recognised cxpert in cornercte for military purposes. The deceased 
joined the Victoria Militia in 1884, o! tained his lieutenancy in 1857, 
und became Commander cf. tbe Melbourne Artillery in 1901. Hs 
vas trarsferred to the Intelligence Corps in 1908, and for a time 
commanded the Victcria section of that corps. In 1913, be was 
appointed by the Defence Autborijies to command the then new ly- 
formed Infantry Brigade comprising 4.000 men in Victori>. At 
the outbreak of the War, he was sppointed Censor-in-Chicf jn 
Australia, but rélinquished that effice when be was selected to com. 
maud the 4th Infantry Brigade of the Expeditionary Forces which 
reached Egypt carly in 1915. .“ Monash Valley,” at Gallipoli, 
commemorates the fact that he and his men performed ycoman 
service there. He remained at Gallipoli until the evacuation, and 
then was given command of the 3rd Australian Division, which he 
organised in England and took to France in November. 1916. 
Command of the Australian Army Corps was given him in May, 
1918, in succession to General Birdwood, and at the close of the War 
he took charge of the work of repatriating the Australian forces from 
London. Le was promoted to the rank of General in 1929, baving 

- been one of the few citizen soldiers to attain that rank. 
Further honours came to the deceased. 
, mentioned in despatches... He was created C.B.:in 1915, K C.B. im 
1918, G.C.M.G. a year later, and a D.C.L. of Oxford and Cam.- 
_ bridge, a B.A., and a member of the Institute of Civil Engineers. 
His foreign decorations included the Croi# de Guerre (Belgium), 


He was eight times 


the Croix de Guerre avee Palme (France), and the American 
-~Distinguished Service Medal. He was Grand Officer of the 
Ordre de la Couronne and of the Legion of Honour. The 


deceased, in addition to being a brilliant leader of armies, was 
a distinguished lawyer and civil engincer, and on his return to 
Australia after demobilisation, he was placed by the Victoria State 
Ministry in charge of the Morwell electricity scheme whieh aimed 
at oblaining the maximum supply of Electricity for the industrial 
welfare of the State. He had been President of the Australian 
Association for the Advaricement of Science, the Melbourne Rotary 
Club, the Melbourne Naval and Military Club, and the Victorian 
Institute of Engineers, He was also a Vice-Chancellor of the Mel. 
bourne University. In 1920, General Monash published a book on 
the Australian Campaign in France during the last 100 days of the 
War, the work becoming an outstanding example of war literature, 
He also wrote many papers on engincering subjects. 

Iu announcing in the House of Representatives in Canberra, 
the death.of General Monash, Mr. Scublin, the Prime Minister of 
Australia, said: 


General Monash’'s services will be long remembered. 


He was a groat 
man in nany capacities. 


He won the respect and loyalty of the 
men he commanded because he showed them loyalty and respect when 
they were eriticised. . The men had no greater champion. 

Mr, Lyons, Leader of the Opposition, said that, in addition to 
other great qualities, Sir Jobn Monash was intensely buiman and 
warm-hearted. Mr. Chifley, Minister of Defence, said that the 
deceased was a man of balanced qualities, being great in war and 
great in peace. ; 

While: standing, the House carried motions regretting Gencral 
Monash's death, and expressing sympathy with his relatives. Similar 
motions were carried in the Victorian Legislative Assembly. 

Sir John had associated himself very fully with the life of the 
Jewish community of Melbourne. He was a member of the Board of 
Management of the St. Kilda Hebrew Congregation and one of its most 
earnest workers. Hp was one of the founders of the League of British 
Jews in Loudon, and was one of the ten signatories of the letter, by 
leading Jews, to the Moryine Post, attributing, without the least 
grain of reason, Bolshevist sympathies to Tur JEwisH CHRONICLE 
and JEWIsH WorLp.

the oftices, 2), Great St. Helen's. Dr. A. Etcunorz, C.B.E., the 
Chairman of the Committec, presiled. 

It was decided to renew the grant to the Hastings Classes, and 
to approach the Rey.

A .propesal was considered to appoint a visiting teacher to 
Aldershot who would also conduct the Sabbath Services. In this 
connection the Rey. MIcHAEL Apuser, D.S.O., said that the United 
Synagogue Welfare Committee was prepared to make a smal! grant, 
The Central Committee decided to make a similar grant if the 
Jewish residents in Aldershot were prepared to make a contribution 
equal to both grants. 

The Rev. Michael Adler reported on the work of the Teachers: 
Training Centre. He said that the Centre was not doing well at all, 
and at the present time there were only adozen students altogether 

Mr. HervertT M. ADLER sail thitit bad long been fel5 by the 
Teachers’ Training Centre that the present system whereby a student 
who passed the Jews’ College No. 1 Exominat on thereby became 
qualified as a teacher, was wrong. The knowledge rcquired for thas 
examination was no} sufficient to authorise anyone to call himself 
a qualified teacher. They now decided to replace the Junior Grade 
‘examination by a preparatory examination, that would qualify those 
passing for admission to the Training Centre. 

The Chairman, the Rev. A. A. Green and Mr. N. Morris, M.A., 
were of the opinion that teachers passing through the Training 
Gentre should have special pedagogical knowledge applicable to the 
subject being taught. The Rev. Michael Adler said that the point 
would be taken up very seriously. 

It was reported that the fee for the Preparatory Examination 
would be reduced from ten shillings to five shillings snd awards to 
those who passed in that examination from £5 to 45. The award 
of £5 to those who passed the Middle or Senior Grade Examination, 
with an additional £5 if they passed with distinction, would be 
continued. 

The SECRETARY reported on the arrangements that had been 
made for the Eduication Conference to be held in Birmingham on 
Sunday, November Ist. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER and the SecrReTARY reported that the 
Area Committees had not been working well in spite of many efforts 
for something tangible to be done. After a discussion, it was 
decided to continue one or two Area Committees and to replace the 
others by the appointment of local correspondents.

JOSEPH ENGEL’'S POSTHUMOUS WORKS. 


Rabbi Joseph Engel, of Cracow, who died in 1920 at the com- 
paratively early age of sixty-one, was one of the most prolific, if not 
the most prolific, of rabbinic writers of his generation. He wrote 
an amazing number of books. Apart from those which appeared in 
his life-time and which established his eminence as a scholar of 
exceptional powers, his legacy of literary remains runs well, it 1s 
said, into over a hundred volumes; and the four volumes of the 
Rot AMSIN recently published by his son-in-law, Rabbi I. M. 
Morgenstern, of Vienna, are among the first fruits of this wonderful 
legacy to be released for the delectation of the rabbinic student. 

Deep and varied are the soundings taken in this delightful 
collection of books. Each one of them enhances the reputation of 
the late Rabbi's encyclopwdic knowledge in all branches of rabbinic 
studies—in 533 and in “WSs, in Halachic and in mystic lore. 

In the volume under the sub-heading we see 
Rabbi Engel’s happy combination in a manner which few could 
rival of MIN/S and MH", of wealth of knowledge and profundity 
of thought. It is concerned with the operation of the law of the 
Year of Release (Shemittah) as affecting the Jewish colonies in the 
Holy Land. The observance of the law demanding the cessation of 
all work on land duriovg the Sabbatical vear became with the rise 
of Zionism, a perplexing problem, crying for solution. 

With the approach of the Shemiftah year 5649 (1888-9) the matter 
was submitted to the Rabbis of Europe. Opinions on the question 
were sharply divided. Rabbi Isaac Elhanan of hovno advocated, as 
am measure to overcome the dilliculty, the nominal sale of the 
land to a non-Jew and the employment of non-Jewish labour during 
the year. There were, however, not a few rigorists who opposed the 
measure as unsatisfactory. The famous Chassidic Rabbi, Israel of 
Koczk, one of the pioneers of the Choveri Zion, sided with the rigorists, 
and wrote a special brochure M°2W PNP, in which he explained 
his attitude and which he sent to Joseph Engel, who was related 
to him by marriage. It was in reply to this brochure that 
the volume urder review was compiled, in which Engel controverts 
point by point the arguments of Rabbi Israel, and in addition urges 
a number of weighty considerations in favour of the measure. We 
dare not, he writes to the effect, in summing up, be over-susceptible 
where the existence of our brethren is at stake. The cessation of 
work on land for a single year would not only affect the livelihood 
of the colonists and their dependants for that particular vear, it 
would also result in. the destruction of their export trade, having 
regard to the large number of competitors who would in the mean.

unintelligible, as he may find the terminology obscure and the 
Janguage in parts difficult to understand. Yet .a little patient 
application should help to surmount all obstacles. It deals with 
two of the ten Sefirot or agencies by means of which. according 
to Cabbalah, God manifested Ilimself in the creation of the 
universe—the Scfira of and of Kiogdom”™ and 
“ Beauty.” It would be in vain to attempt to convey:to the reader 
of this notice, who may be uninitiated in Cabbalitic doctrines, a 
clear conception of the signification of these two terms. Al! we can 
do is throw light upon words which seck to express ideas wel! 
adapted to modern thought. Roughly stated, “ Kingdom” denotes 
the Divine manifestation in the subjective world—the world as 
we apprehend it. Tuke for example the «sthetic order. The world 
is beautiful, but its wsthetic qualities as they present themselves to 
our minds can yield only an extremely indirect and distant revela- 
tion of objective reality. Whether or not objective reality possesses 
the properties of beauty as we apprehend them, it must assuredly 
possess real beauty of which the beauty that pervades the universe 
is but an imperfect reflection. he nature of objective reality—God 
is what is denoted by the Sefira AINSA, “ Beauty.” And the 
purpose of the volume is to prove that these conceptions suffuse 
the whole of the teachings of the Rabbis of the Talmudic age, and 


are not, as many would lead us to believe, a later intrusion of the 
twelfth century into Judaism.

The Proposed Change in the Calendar. 


--- 
The Chief Rabbi's Activity. 


The League of Nations Conference on Communications and 
Transit opened at Geneva on Monday. The Conference is meeting 
to formulate recommendations on the Calendar Reform project to 
the Council of the League of Nations. The Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire, on behalf of the Jewish Committee on Calendar 
Reform, and Mr. Elkan N. Adler, on behalf of the American League 
for Safeguarding the Fixity of the Sabbath, addressed the Conference 
and presented the Jewish case against the proposal to introduce 
blank days, which would have the effect of upsetting the sequence 
of the week and disturbing the Jewish observance of the Sabbath 

day. 

Dr. J. H. Hertz also presented to the Conference resolutions of 
protest on behalf of some thousands of Jewish Communities in 
almost all the countries of the world in which Jews are settled, 
against any tampering with the continuity of the week, which would 
result in displacing the Seventh Day. He also presented a petition 
bearing the signatures of many outstanding men in secular Jewish 


life, among them Baron Edmond de Rothschild. Professor Silvain’ 


Levi, President of the Alliance Israclite Universelle, Mr. Lionel de 
Rothschild, President of the United Synagogue, Mr. Nahum Sokolow, 
President of the Jewish Agency and the Zionist World Organisation, 
Mr. Felix M. Warburg, Chairman of the Joint Distribution Com 
mittee of America, Mr. O. EB. d'Avigdor-Goldsmid, President of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies, Dr. Cyrus Adler, Chairman of the American 
Jewish Committee, Dr. J. L. Magnes; Chancellor of the Hebrew 
University, Mr. C. N. Bialik, the Hebrew poet laureate, and Mr. Oscar 
Wassermann.—Jewish Teleqraphie.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir, The defenders of the fixity of the Sabbath would receive greater 
public support, if in their public utterances they were to stress the point 
that there are two plans (besides others) for the reform of the Calendar, 
which contain all the benefits claimed by reformists for a 13 months’ year 
of 28 days, without the necessity of shifting the Sabbath. 

Instead of one blank day at the end of each year, and an extra blank 
day at the end of every leap year, there should be a blank week at the 
end of every seventh year, and an extra blank week at the end of every 
28th year. Or, as an alternative, ablank week every sixth year, and an 
extra blank week every 84th year. 

It is true, that the Sabbath defenders have stressed that point before 
the Calendar Reform Committee; but the general public. know little or 
nothing about it. From what they have read about the question they think 
that the choice is between the secular benefits claimed from a reformed 
calendar, and the injury it would cause to Jewish religious and economic 
interests. If most people were to know tbat the benetits claimed fora 
reformed calendar could be secured without the necessity of shifting the 
Sabbath, and the Sunday, then we would get greater public support.

To the EDITOR or THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,— There is no denying that the dangers which the. Chief 
Rabbi fears, might have serious consequences for Jewish religious 
life—if there were the slightest chance of the general adoption of the 
Reformed Calendar. But is not that possibility very remote? Even 
if any one country were to adopt Calendar Reform, the legislation 
would surely prove a dead letter if all other countries did not do 
likewise. Does anyone imagine that in the present economic con- 
dition of the world there are not more important problems to solve 
than the alleged difficulties of the Calendar? It is pretty clear that 
it must be a very long time yet before this question is likely to be 
tackled by all the countries of the world. 

But suppose it be admitted—for the sake of argument—that the 
danger is real, the question may surely be asked, who appointed the 
Chief Rabbi ambassador in Geneva for Anglo-Jewry? History shows 
that when clerics become diplomatists they somehow shed the fine 
qualities of their former, and adopt the evil qualities of their later 
profession. It would be a thousand pities if the Chief Rabbi followed 
in that course. Besides, if it be necessary for Anglo-Jewry to make 
representations to the League of Nations, machinery for the purpose 
is at hand in the Joint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

lt is reported that, not so long ago, when the Chief Rabbi set 
his heart on going to Russia to plead with the Soviet authorities in 
the matter of persecution of religion, the Joint Foreign Committee 
strongly dissuaded him from going. Is this perhaps the reason why 
the Chief Rabbi has, in this instance, passed over the Joint Foreign 
Committee and gone off his own bat to Geneva? It certainly was 
not his job to go to Russia; is it his job to go to Geneva? If it was 


necessary to act at Geneva, surely that was the business of the 
Joint Foreign Committee.

Biennial Conference at Liverpool. 


VITAL FACTOR OF LAND DEVELOPMENT. 


POPULARISING THE “PENNY A DAY,” 

The Biennial Conference of the Jewish National Fund opened 
at Harold House, Liverpool, on Sunday morning. Mr. Ronert Bh. 
SOLOMON, M.C., LI.b., in his Presidential address moved the adoption 
of the General Report and said that the last two Conference- 
had .been clouded with anxiety. Now they had to face a financial 
crisis in England. The Jewish National Fund was ina better 
position to withstand the blizzard than most endeavours, because 
its supporters were: not from the ranks of the rich. A happy 
feature of the present situation was the clearing of the political 
horizon in relation to Palestine. The political crisis and the 
danger of the land ordinance had receded. The hypothetical land 
less Arab had not materialised, and all they required now was 
to be left alone to fulfil their work. He wanted the “Penny a 
Day’ to become a habit of mind. In it, the solution of all their 
financial troubles lav. 

Mr. Cyrit J. Ross, the Hon. Treasurer. in moving the Financtal 
report, said that the year 5691 showed a slight improvement in 
regard to income and a substantial reduction in expenditure. They 
had sent to Palestine nearly £2,000 more than last year. Anglo 
Jewry was not giving a creditable amount to the Fund. He 
deplored the declining tendency in the Box income, and expressed 
his determination to make this the main plank for National Fund 
activity. The Leeds National Fund and the East London Com. 
missious were complimented on successful Bazaars. 

Mr. M. Errincer, LL.B... reported on the work of the Bequest 
Department. During the year. the late Mrs. Rebecca Jacoby and Messrs. 
Abraham Gold, Isidor Michaelson and Ll. Summ had evidenced their 
loyalty to their people and land in their wills. He went on to deal with 
the Living Lega \ ss heme, ana praised the noble example set by Mrs, 
Rosenblum, of Brighton, and Mrs. Diamond, of Leeds. He announced 
that an agreement had been come to between the National Fund and 
the Prudential Assurance Co. Supporters of Palestine were urged 
to transact their life assurance business through the J.N.F. By doing 
this, they would help the Fund without a penny extra cost to them. 
selves. Asaresult of similar work on the Continent, £45,000 had been 
raised by the Jewish National Fund. The Prudential Company had 
guaranteed a minimum income for the National Fund for the next 
three years 

At the afternoon session, the Nominations Committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Cyril Q. Henriques, Dan Kostoris, David Fox, J. Boyars 
and H. Shulman, submitted their report to the Conference and the 
following officers and Executive were elected: Mr. R. B. Solomon, 
M.C..

Adler, B.A., D.S.O., Councillor M. H. Davis, Mr. Cyril Q. Henriques, Mrs, 
Il.

Professor 8. Brodetsky, Rabbi Unterman, Mrs. A. Nahum, Rabbi Dr. 
Il. Herzog, M.A. and Mr. 8. Phillips, M.A., Provincial Vice-Presidents; 
and London and Provincial Executive Councils. 


The History and Future of the Fund. 


Mr. LEOPOLD SCHEN delivered an address on behalf of the Jewish 
National Fund in Jerusalem. He surveyed the history of the 
National Fund, which this year celebrates its thirtieth anniversary. 
The total amount collected in the first decade of its existence, he said, 
was equal only tothe amount collected in England in 1928. More and 
more land had been acquired and colonies established. In 1921, the 
real work began, and with the foundation of the Keren Hayesod the 
National Fund was enabled to devote its energies entirely to the 
acquisition and amelioration of land. The National Fund had been 
the basis not only for national but for private enterprise in Pales. 
tine. Jewish life was firmly re-established in Hretz Yisrael after 
the Arab destruction of 1929. Isolated colonies in Palestine had to 
be linked up and gaps in the Emek obviated. Jewish settlement in 
the Orange Belt was essential. 

Mr. S. S. Levin, LL.B., General Secretary, submitted a pro. 
gramme of work for 5692. He said the Jewish people had bought 
one million dunams of land in Eretz Yisrael. They were encouraged 
to go on with their work by the clearing of the political horizon 
and by the inspiration to be drawn from the thirtieth anniversary 
of the National Fund and the fiftieth anniversary of Binyan Ha'aretz 
These anniversaries called for special recognition and honour. The 
Hon. Officers wished Anglo-Jewry's association to be Colony adoption, 
which meant that every community would collect over an agreed 
period the cost to the Jewish National Fund of the Colony adopted. 
The idea of colony adoption, focussing the attention of a community 
on some particular spot in Lrefz Yisrael, was the best means for 
securing propaganda for their movement. The scheme would 
stimulate all their normal branches of activity, the Box, Bazaars, 
Golden Book and the Land Redemption Scheme. Already, New 
castle, Dublin and Liverpool had come forward to adopt Colonies, 
and the Young Zionist Movement had agreed to raise £5,000 in 
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three years. Mr. Levin said the Box was the very basis of the 
Movement. They had 25,000 boxes in England, and thus it could 
be said that over 100,000 Jews were organised for the National 
Fund. By persistent effort, the number of Boxes could be raised 
by wany thousands, and the income increased considerably. 

The following participated in the discussion that ensued: Mr. 
Tinavitch, London, who promised five hundred “Penny a Day” 
pledge cards for the Young Zionist Movement ; the Rev. Mr. Heilpern, 
of Bournemouth, who stressed the necessity of education among the 
Youth; Mr. Dan Kostoris, Manchester, who wanted better contact 
between the Central Office and the branches; Mr. Heller, London; 
and Mr. H. Shulman, Glasgow. 


Resolutioxs. 


Resolutions were submitted and adopted nem. con., re-affirming belief 
in the fundamental principles of the Jewish National Fund, the inalien 
ability of lands acquired by voluntary contributions of the Jewish people, 
Jewish labour and the equitable allotment of land to those who cultivate 
it, the creation of a farming class for whom land acquisition is vital, 
welcoming the declared intention of the seventeenth Zionist Congress to 
oppose every law impeding the acquisition of land by the Jewish People 
as contrary to the terms of the Mandate, endorsing the policy of the 
J.N.F., to acquire land in all parts of Eretz Yisrael where there is the 
possibility of settlement in the near future, and supporting the demand of 
Congress that an adequate portion of the State lands in Palestine can be 
transferred to the Jewish people for settlement requirements. The 
Conference congratulated the Chairman and the Board of the J.N.F. 
on the administration and management of the Fund under their leadership. 
and called on National Fund Commissions in Great Britain and Ireland 
each to adopt a Colony in commemoration of the thirtieth anniversary of 
the Fund. The Conference re-affirmed the “ Penny a Day Pledge,” and 
called on all members of the Community to pledge themselves to a 
minimum support through the Box of a“ Penny a Day.” The Conference 
noted with satisfaction the continued progress made by the Land Redemp- 
tion Scheme and called on every Jewish family to fulfil its duty by 
redeeming through the J.N.F.,a piece of landin Fretz Yisrael equal in 
area to their home in this country, in accordance with the Land Redemp 
tion Scheme. It also called on National Fund supporters throughout the 
country to use every endeavour to increase the income derived from the 
Golden Book. The attention of National Fund supporters was drawn to 
the establishment in this country of a Jewish National Fund Assurance 
Department in order to develop a form of activity which had already 
increased the funds of the J.N.F.in other countries. The Conference 
urged ali friends of the Fund to avail themselves of the advantages and 
opportunities thus offered. 


Zionism and the Election. 
CANDIDATES TO BE ASKED THEIR VIEWS. 


In connection with the coming General Election, the English 
Zionist Federation have taken steps to see that the candidates will 
be asked to state their attitude towards Zionist aspirations in Pales- 
tine. With this object in view, the Federation has set up an organisa- 
tion and a leaflet has been drawn up which is being despatched to 
certain “ key men” in the various constituencies. These “key men” 
will make it their business to submit the leaflets to the candidates 
and to put questions concerning their contents. 

The leaflets will contain inter alia the Balfour Declaration, the 
more important paragraphs of the Mandate, and extracts from 
important pronouncements by prominent British statesmen of all 
parties on the subject of Palestine. I understand that the demand 
is also maile in the leaflet for parity between Jews and Arabs.

They 
still remember the golden days of prosperity, soon after the 
war, when new Synagogues were being built all over the 
country, with Wardens competing with one 
ench trying to outdo the other by engaging a better and 
more expensive Chazan. Money was of small consideration then. 
Naturally enough, the demand created the supply, hundreds of lay 
singers becoming Chazaniin.

But the crisis changed cverything. 
The wardens and sponsors of Synagogues lost their money, the 
luxurious Synagogues have to struggle for their very existence and 
the first to suffer were the Chazanim. They bave now joined the 
great army of the unemployed, and their trade being of a rather 
peculiar nature, there is little hope for its quick recovery. 


Resignation of Austrian Minister. 
Baptism Does Not Kill Anti-Semitism. 
[From a 


Dr. Joseph Redlich, the Austrian Minister of Finance, has 
resigned from bis post. Although the official reason given by him 
for his resignation is the difficulty he encountered in the Cabinet as 
a non-party man in asystem which is conducted entirely on party 
lines, it is known tbat other weighty reasons also prompted .liim to 
leave his post. In the first-place, the Austrian anti-Semites have 
never forgotten the fact that be was born a Jew, although he was 
baptised a long time ago. The difficulties encountered by his 
Ministry in dealing with the acute financial situation in Austria, 
and the necessity of introducing economy in the Budget and heavy 
cuts in salaries, exposed him to frequent anti-Semitic attacks, and, 
unlike his colleagues in the Cabinet, he had no party organisation 
to support him. In the second place, he was worried about the 
growing financial difficulties of the Austrian Government and his 
inability to obtain’ sufficient financial support in Europe and in 
America. The recent crisis and the difliculties of carrying into 
effect the economy measures just adopted by the Austrian Parlia- 
ment have finally influenced Dr. Redlich in resigning from his post, 
[tis believed that he will shortly return to the United States to 
resume his work as a Professor at Harvard University.
